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Despite the o ptimistic state­ 
ments we get fro m New Deal 
speakers and pro phets to the ef­ 
fect that the depressio n is no w 
o v er and we are o n the high ro ad 
to eco no mic pro gress, so cial se­ 
cu rity and natio nal pro sperity , 
the fact remains th at the natio n 
is no t co nv inced. Aro u nd Wash­ 
ingto n where there is a sho rtage 
o f ho u ses du e to the influ x o f 
federal emplo y es, with 
co nse­ 
qu ent high rents and go o d retail 
bu siness, the New Deal o rato rs 
may feel ju stified in so me o f 
their glo wing predictio ns, bu t 
any o ne who takes the tro u ble to 
trav el aro u nd the co u ntry and 
talk to bu siness men great and 
small mu st be aware o f the u n­ 
dercu rrent o f do u bt and u ncer­ 
tainty . 
Ev ery where the inqu irer go es 
he is apt to be met with a state­ 
ment that bu siness is no t so go o d 
as it was o r th at bu siness is fair, 
bu t that the particu lar indu stry 
is making no mo ney . There are, 
o f co u rse, so u nd 
reaso ns 
fo r 
these remarks. In many lines 
bu siness is no t so go o d. There is 
either a satisfied co nsu mer de­ 
mand fo r the mo ment o r a co n­ 
su mer’s strike. On the o ther 
hand, there are so me indu stries 
which seem bu sy bu t which are 
sho wing redu ced pro fits du e to 
increased tax es, labo r and m a­ 
terial co sts. And the rise in m a­ 
terial co sts is natu rally du e to 
increased tax es and labo r co sts 
in o ther fields. 
The mo u nting deficit o f Uncle 
Sam is o ne o f the chief cau ses 
o f co ncern amo ng tho se who are 
neither hy pno tized by the theo r­ 
etical attractio ns o f the 
New 
Deal no r rendered satisfied by 
attachm ent to the federal pay ­ 
ro ll. Ev en the man who o rdinar­ 
ily lets o thers do his po litical 
thinking fo r him is no w co ming 
to realize th at we canno t go o n 
with a rapidly mo u nting deficit. 
So o ner o r later, they feel, there 
m u st be a halt, o r natio nal credit 
-.will su ffer. And they are by no 
m eans certain what will happen 
when this decisiv e mo ment aris­ 
es.

and killed to day by an Armenian 
to who m he had refu sed a v isa to 
enter the United States. 
The assassin’s gu n felled the 
tall, scho larly co nsu l general as 
he stepped fro m his au to mo bile 
befo re his o ffice fo r the start o f 
the day ’s o fficial bu siness. 
M arriner’s chau ffeu r captu red 
the assassin. 
The gu nman was repo rted to 
hav e fired at clo se range. Au ­ 
tho rities withheld the name o f 
the killer bu t said he had been 
incensed becau se M arriner had 
blo cked his entry into the United 
States o n the gro u nds o f insanity 
in the Armenian’s family . 
Marriner, 45 y ears o ld, 
was 
kno wn thro u gho u t the diplo mat­ 
ic serv ice in Eu o rpe as a qu iet- 
spo ken, electiv e agent o f his 
go v ernment. He was six feet tall 
and weighed abo u t 185 po u nds. 
Ex cept fo r three y ears in the 
state departm ent a t Washingto n, 
19 23-26 , when he also handled 
western Eu ro pean affairs, Mar­ 
riner spent mo st o f his career in 
Eu ro pe. 
He was a fo rmer co u nselo r o f 
the United States embassy a t 
Paris where he was kno wn prin­ 
cipally as an adv iser o n disarm a­ 
ment and Eu ro pean affairs. 
A nativ e o f Po rtland, Me., he 
was gradu ated fro m Dartmo u th 
and Harv ard u niv ersities and was 
an instru cto r in English at H ar­ 
v ard, a po sitio n he resigned to 
enter the fo reign serv ice Au gu st 
27, 19 18. 
M arriner was u nmarried. He 
receiv ed a bachelo r o f arts de­ 
gree fro m Dartmo u th u niv ersity 
in 19 14, to o k his m aster’s degree 
at Harv ard the fo llo wing y ear, 
and three y ears later the degree 
o f do cto r o f Philo so phy . 
In 19 18 he tried to enlist in the 
United States Wo rld War ex pe­ 
ditio nary fo rce bu t was tu rned 
do wn becau se o f a heart weak­ 
ness. Then he tu rned to the dip­ 
lo matic serv ice and he was o ne 
o f two selected fro m 100 candi­ 
dates. 
His seco nd state departm ent 
po st, fo llo wing the 
Sto ckho lm 
assignment, was as seco nd secre­ 
tary o f the Bu charest legatio n, 
19 21-23, and he was attached to 
the special Ru manian embassy

TRIO ESCAPED J AIL AT 
GREENFIELD, YEAR AGO 


Washingto n, Oct. 12 (JP) — The 
hu nt fo r Alfred Brady and mem­ 
bers o f his bandit gang was o ne 
o f the mo st intensiv e ev er car­ 
ried o u t by the departm ent o f 
ju stice, o fficials said to day . 
Brady , the Indiana bad m an 
who se chief ambitio n it was to 
“make Jo hn Dillinger lo o k like 
a piker,” elu ded po lice thro u gh­ 
o u t the natio n since he escaped 
fro m jail with two co mpanio ns 
at Greenfield, Ind., Octo ber 11 
19 36 . 
Search fo r the trio , Brady , 
James Dalho v er and Clarence 
Lee Shaffer, Jr., was spu rred last 
Ju ne when Atto rney General 
Cu mmings o ffered $500 reward 
fo r info rmatio n fu rnished the 
FBI resu lting in the arrest o f 
any o ne o f the three o r $3,500 
fo r arrest o f the trio . 
J. Edgar Ho o v er, directo r o f 
the FBI, o rdered th at all re­ 
so u rces o f the bu reau be fo cu sed 
o n the search. At times as many 
as 20 agents, directed by My ro n 
Gu rnea, trick pisto l ex pert, hav e 
trailed the Brady gang. 
The three fu gitiv es slipped o u t 
o f a trap at Baltimo re Au gu st 
11. Po lice there were tipped th at 
gu ns and ammu nitio n wo u ld be 
deliv ered to the gang at a do wn­ 
to wn bu ilding. Raiding the bu ild­ 
ing po lice reco v ered fo u r hand 
grenades, 1,000 ro u nds o f m a­ 
chine gu n ammu nitio n, au to m at­ 
ic pisto l clips, a mask and the 
belt and ho lster o f an Indiana 
state tro o per who was killed in 
gu n fight last May . 
The tro o per, Pau l Minneman, 
was ambu shed after the ro bbery 
o f a bank at Go o dland, Ind. 
His killers escaped after a ru n­ 
ning gu n fight with two Balti­ 
mo re po licemen who se car was 
disabled by the bandits* bu llets. 
The Brady gangsters were ar­ 
rested early in 19 36 in co nnec­ 
tio n with the mu rder o f Po lice 
Sergeant Richard Riv ers o f In ­ 
dianapo lis, killed while ^trailing 
a bank ro bbery su spect. Brady 
was captu red in Chicago and 
Dalho v er and Shaffer elsewhere. 
Their jail break at Greenfield 
fo llo wed.

There was no indication that 
any of the powers now intends 
to propose that the conference 
b e held in Washington. Officials 
here are represented as favoring 
a Eu ropean site.
